Formerly Registrar and presently a Vice-President and Director of the American Hemerocallis Society, he knows well his daylilies and iris 
and is commendably conservative in his resolve to introduce nothing that does not conform to his own critical standards. 


IRIS INTRODUCTIONS 


CARESSA (Buss ’56) M.38”. Medium light blue in color, a self ex- 


cept for a small area surrounding the beard, which is somewhat 
lighter. The beard itself is lemon-yellow, tipped paler. Generously 
proportioned (612” wide x 514” high), both standards and falls are 
broad (3”), wavy and precisely formed, the standards nicely domed 
and the semi-flaring falls gracefully arched and center-dimpled at 
the tips.

The falls are gracefully ruffled and flaring, the flowers large and 
numerous, the plant vigorous and well branched. A most difficult 
iris to describe but the artful combination of colors with the golden

RACELINE (Buss 56). M.42”. The color of this extra large, widely 
flaring iris is Clematis (42-K-11) according to Maerz and Paul, or 
Campanula Violet (No. 37) according to Ridgway. A perfect self 
with a thick blue beard, this broad-petaled and ruffled flower dis- 
plays “class” in every line from the nicely domed standards to the 
wide-spreading falls. The wing spread is over 8 inches; height 5 
inches. Standards are 3 inches wide; falls 34%4 inches. Branching is 
good, plant tall and vigorous.

PEARL BLUE (Buss 756). M.36” The over-all coloring of this iris is 


light gentian-blue. This is a very pale blue but the color is intensi- 
fied on the style branches and inside surfaces of the standards, a 
very charming feature. The gracefully arched, semi-flaring falls, 
nicely domed standards, over-all ruffling and stiff substance that 
holds the form unchanged until the flower wilts, make this delicate 
but unfading pale blue very appealing.

DAYLILY INTRODUCTIONS 


FALL FESTIVAL. This seedling did not originate here but came 


from the originator, whom we shall not name, labeled something 
else, one of those mistakes that occur when seedlings are grown 
close together. As it turned out, we were glad the mistake was made 
because Fall Festival proved to be about the best fall bloomer in 
our gardens. We gave it a name and propagated enough stock so we 
could share it with our customers at a moderate price. The color is 
orange, quite similar to August Orange but Fall Festival is larger, 
taller and later. Specifically, the petals measure 114 in.; sepals %4 
in.; the flower is 544 in. and the height 3% ft. The stalks are well- 
branched, stiff and slender and blooming is profuse. It is always in 
bloom during the entire month of August here and continues well 
into September.

HOOSIER HEYDAY (Buss 56). A very large flower of distinctive 


coloring. We think of it as lavender-pink but according ‘to a,Diction- 
ary of Color comparison, the nearest tint is 3-F-9, termed Grecian 
Rose. Anyhow it is a very lovely and unusual pastel color. The 
center is light green-yellow. Color, size and height combine to make 
it an eye-stretcher of exceptional attraction, one of the most notice- 
able daylilies in the garden. Branching is a little high and the stalks 
need some staking against rain and wind to support the large flowers. 
Specifically the flower measures 614 in.; petals 15% in.; sepals 1 in.

MOLLIE GLOYE (Flory ’56). A most outstanding pastel bi-color of 


large size. The very broad (2 in.) and ruffled petals have a fresh 
grayish orchid color which contrasts beautifully with the soft creamy 
yellow sepals and the touch of green in the throat. The 14-in. sepals 
are green tipped too and have a graceful twist at the tip in artful 
contrast to the ruffled voluminous petals. Although the color may 
fade somewhat on very hot humid days, the evening color is even 
more refreshingly cool and dainty than in the morning. The sub- 
stance is excellent and the well-branched stalk strong but graceful.

THE KINGDOM (Buss 756). The Dictionary of Color has no match-

Broad-petaled and compact in form with 
the petals themselves overlapping each other, the flower is wide- 
open and faces out. The segments are reflexed with the petal tips 
dimpled and the lower sepal somewhat extended. Substance is heavy 
and weather-resistant, branching is ideal and the strong stalks do 
not go down.

Early Slooming Vutermediate Tees 


If you have been growing 
only the tall-bearded varieties 
of iris, the time will come when 
you will wish that you could 
stretch the season out longer. 
There IS a way to extend ‘the 
iris season and the way to do 


it is—BACKWARD. 


To really begin at the begin- 
ning you should have some 
dwari iris, which start to bloom 
a month or so before the tall- 
bearded. But our purpose, on 
this page, is to interest you in 
the early-blooming intermedi- 
ates. 


The EARLY BLOOMING § 
INTERMEDIATES are, gen- - 
erally speaking, the result of 
crossing dwarfs with tall-beard- 
ed varieties and such hybrids 
are between the two in size, 
height and blooming season.

The hemerocallis, commonly called daylily, is undergoing a period 
of development that is sure to result in top ranking for this flower as 
the most popular summer-blooming perennial. We have often termed 
it the fated flower of the future. 

Adaptable to the climate of Maine or California, Canada or Florida, 
to soil of sand or clay, acid or alkaline, little affected by insects or 
disease, tolerant of wetness or drought, sun or shade, holding its own 
against the encroachment of grass or weeds, growing stronger and more 
beautiful through the years, no other perennial can even approach the 
cheerful dependability of this remarkable plant. 


Waxen, lily-like and mildly fragrant, the flowers range from two 
to eight inches across, depending upon the variety, with corresponding 
range in plant stature from less than two feet for foreground planting 
to over five feet for background. 

The name “Hemerocallis” means beautiful for a day, because each 
day produces a fresh set of blooms, each variety with its characteristic 
diversity of form, compact or spidery, trumpet-shaped or widely open 
and recurved, crisply tailored or delightfully frilled, and in colors 
which range from palest lemon to deepest golden, tan, brown, pink, 
rose, red, maroon and purple. 

This profusion of bloom continues for a solid month, one of the 
hot summer months at that, and although most varieties bloom in mid- 
season, selections can be made to provide bloom from iris time till 
frost. In our climate and farther south, early varieties often repeat 
in the fall. 

To help you make the wisest choice we have indicated the varieties 
whose foliage remains green and lush until blasted by winter’s cold. 
These evergreen varieties are best suited to milder climates, being 
more susceptible to winter damage than are the deciduous types, 
whose nature is to become dormant upon the approach of winter. Al- 
though many of the so-called evergreen varieties can be grown in the 
north with little difficulty, others are quite tender and all should re- 
ceive precautionary winter coyering. 

On the other hand, some deciduous varieties are unsuited to regions 
where no freezing occurs because a period of complete dormancy is 
necessary to them. You are advised to select the type adapted to your 
region for the most part, adding some of the others for experiment. 
Due to mixed breeding, some varieties are hard to classify exactly. 

As with iris, the plants we furnish are freshly dug, strong divisions 
that will not disappoint. The date of flowering as noted refers to per- 
formance in our climate where the common roadside lily, “Fulva 
Europa” begins to bloom about the middle of June. 

PLEASE NOTE: Daylilies listed in this catalog are not shipped 
until late summer, beginning the first half of August and continuing 
into November, until checked by the weather. Selections may be made 
from this catalog for shipment in April, 1957.
